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Council Supports Parcel 15 Development 
Plans in Exchange for Signed Covenants

The City Council approv¬ 
ed, at its regular meeting on 
Monday, November 24, cov¬ 
enants and an agreement 
with the developers of a par¬ 
cel of wooded land between 
the lake park and the Belt- 
way. The covenants stipulate 
conditions of develoment a- 
greed upon by council and 
the Milton Company, the 
contract purchasers of par¬ 
cel 15. 

The land slated for develop¬ 
ment lies between the Beltway 
on one side and the lake park, 
Charlestowne North. Charles¬ 
towne Village and the American 
Legion on another side (see map). 

The Milton Company proposes 
to build 100 residential town- 
house units and 92,000 square feet 
of commercial office space in 
townhouse-like units. The office 
buildings will be constructed to 
serve as a sound barrier blocking 
som e of the noise from Beltway 
traffic. They will be constructed 
of brick and placed in a stag¬ 
gered line parallel to the Beltway. 

The ten acres closest to the 
lake park will be deeded to the 
city to be used as park land. 

When signed, the covenants and 
the agreement with the develop¬ 
ers will give the city some say 
over development of parcel 15. 
However, this is just one step 
of a long process preceding ac¬ 
tual development of the Land, 

In other steps, the Milton Com¬ 
pany will come before the Zon¬ 
ing Hearing Examiner on Decem¬ 
ber 3 and the Planning Board 
on December 4 to request that 
the present zoning of parcel 15 
be changed from R-P-C and R-55 
tc R-T for the section proposed 
for townhouses and changed to 
C-0 for the section proposed for 
commercial buildings. 

In the covenants, the city 
agrees to support the Milton 
Company's rezoning requests and 
the developer in turn agrees to 
certain conditions the city re¬ 
quests. The covenants will not 
be valid if these rezoning re¬ 
quests are denied by the county 
or if the zoning received is not 
acceptable to the developer. 

The ten acres of land closest 
to the lake park will be deeded 
to the city when the rezoning is 
obtained. 

(The city of Greenbelt has no 
authority over zoning matters. 
What conditions the city can 
place on a development project 
comes from covenants signed with 
the developer.) 

At a council work session on 
Tuesday, November 18, the coun¬ 
cil, developer's representatives 
Sharon McCormick and attorney 
Ed Gibbs, city attorney Robert 
Manzi, city staff members and 
members of city advisory boards

reviewed the covenants and 
agreement in detail. 

Covenants 

In the covenants it was agreed 
that the residential units would 
be no more than three stories 
high and would be at a density 
of at least eight units per acre. 
The commercial buildings would 
be no more than two stories high 
and would be at a maximum of 
92,000 square feet. 

The gravel parking lot will be 
deeded to Charlestowne Village 
Condominium Association. 

On the subject of landscaping 
it was agreed there would be a 
buffer zone of at least ten feet 
next to the Beltway. The trees 
would have to be replaced by nur¬ 
sery stock if destroyed. The area 
between the residential and com¬ 
mercial buildings will be green 
or open space. 

It was also agreed that the 
city will be able to review the 
site plan and will have some say 
over the signage. The city and 
the developers still have to work 
out the section of the covenants 
concerning noise levels. 

Other Concerns 

Other concerns raised by coun¬ 
cil to the developers at the work 
session were the increased traf¬ 
fic to be generated and the type 
of recreation facilities that were 
planned. 

Gibbs said that he had met 
with an official of the state high¬ 


way administration who said that 
he could not envision a traffic 
light at Greenbelt Road and 
Lakecrest Drive at this time, even 
. though the intersection met a 
number of criteria. Gibbs said 
the official was told that people 
are rerouting to Southway to 
avoid the difficult Lakecrest ac¬ 
cess on to Greenbelt Road. Gibbs 
said that the city and the de¬ 
veloper will have to approach the 
state highway administration to¬ 
gether and lobby for a traffic 
light. 

It became clear at the work 
session that there is still dis¬ 
agreement as to what the de¬ 
velopers will do for recreation 
facilities, Gibbs stated that the 
developers consider the ten acres 
to be deeded to the city as the 
recreation area.

Greenbelt History: In Search 
Of Authors, Materials, Photos

“Greenbelt - A Pictorial History” or ‘“Greenbelt - First 
New Town” or “Greenbelt - A Planned Community.” The 
title hasn’t been selected yet, but the work is well under 
way. 


The committee of 20 volunteers 
has collected over 400 photo¬ 
graphs and is still looking for the 
best. Authors and researchers, 
assigned to the chapters, are well 
into their research; writing will 
begin next month. The product— 
a 250-page history of Greenbelt, 
illustrated with 350 photographs, 
maps and drawings — will be 
ready for purchase by next year's 
Labor Day Festival. 

Help! 

The project is going well, but 
there are some glaring holes. The 
chapters on the 70's and 80's need 
an author or two. Much of the 
research material is readily avail¬ 
able from the News Review of 
those years. People^ involved in 
the physical and social develop¬ 
ment of Greenbelt East and the 
commercial and business areas 
are still available for interviews. 
Thus, those final chapters should 
be less troublesome to research 
than some of the earlier ones. 

Also helpful would be someone 
to help track down more photo¬ 
graphs and information sources. 
A couple of typists have volun¬ 
teered to prepare the final manu¬ 
script, the committee could use 
a couple more. (Serious prepara¬ 
tion of the manuscript won't be¬ 
gin until after the holidays.) 

Organization Histories 

Greenbelt organizations: “We 
are writing a book about you and 
need your help!" wrote Mark Da¬ 
vis in a letter sent to all clubs, 
associations, and religious insti¬ 
tutions last month. “An entire 
chapter of the book will be de¬ 
voted to Greenbelt's organiza¬ 
tions,” While some groups have 
sent in their histories, he notes, 
most have not. The individual his¬ 
tories must be turned in by De¬ 
cember 1 to Davis, who will au¬ 
thor the chapter. 

Since the book will include 
groups which flourished anytime 
during the city's 50-year history, 
those not now active may have 
been missed — for example, 4-H 
clubs thrived during the 50's and 
60's. Anyone who thinks an or¬ 
ganization may have been missed 
should contact Mark Davis 345- 
6322 or Emory Harman 474-5156. 

Photos Needed 

The committee began with a 
search through the existing pho¬ 
to collections of the City of 
Greenbelt and Greenbelt Homes 
and the special collection of 1,000 
photographs of Greenbelt by 
WPA photographers now housed 


in the Library of Congress. These 
photos chronicle every aspect of 
Greenbelt from the beginning of 
construction in 1935 into the 
World War II years. Several wire 
service and other professional 
photographers who have lived in 
Greenbelt during the past 50 
years have opened their collec¬ 
tions to the committee. 

Sound terrific? Yes, but there 
are large gaps in our visual story 
of Greenbelt—both in the physi¬ 
cal development and in the ac¬ 
tivities of its people—especially 
in the sixties. 

The committee asks Greenbelt- 
ers to look through their per¬ 
sonal collections for good quality 
photos—particularly those that 
show people engaged in typical 
Greenbelt activities. 

Other Sources 

A number of residents have 
shared oid> scrap books and phot* 
collections with us—Shirley Clute 
and her brother Bill Morrison. 
Eli Crupain, Mishkan Torah, 
Springhiil Lake and the Lions 
Club. 

Several weeks ago Harry Falls 
of Pittsburgh came to Greenbelt 
to bring photos and other docu¬ 
ments that could be used for the 
book. Falls, who worked in Wash¬ 
ington with the architects and 
planners of Greenbelt, made a 
model of Greenbelt. (See photo). 
In 1937 he moved his family to 
Greenbelt when he became the 
manager of Parkbelt—the ex¬ 
periment in prefabricated detach¬ 
ed houses on Woodland Way and 
Forestway. He kept a daily log 
of structural problems reported 
by those residing in the Parkbelt 
houses. Falls, who has spent his 
life in public housing, heard 
about Greenbelt’s 50th anniver¬ 
sary through a daughter living 
in Gaithersburg.

WFP 
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Parking Priorities & Policy Tryout 
Are Put Into Eftect by

The board of directors of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. took 
the first steps toward imple¬ 
menting the new parking 
policy at its meeting on No¬ 
vember 20. The board passed 
a motion directing manage¬ 
ment to institute reserved 
parking in all courts where 
there are no garages and 
where the number of park¬ 
ing spaces equals or exceeds 
the number of dwelling un¬ 
its. 


General Manager Hon Colton 
and Assistant Manager Steve 
Wright presented a pilot plan 
for implementing the parking 
policy within one sectov of GHI. 
The area chosen was the 9, 11, 
12, 14, and 16 courts of Ridge 
Hoad and the 7, 8, 9, 10, and 11 
courts of Southway. According 
to Colton’s notes to the board. 
“This area was chosen because 
it exhibits all of the problems 
which prompted the (parking) 
proposal and because we thing it 
represents a geographical area 
which shares common problems 
and is capable of interrelated so¬ 
lutions. This area includes courts 
where we receive parking com¬ 
plaints more frequently than in 
any other part of GHI. It suffers 
from lack of street parking and 
the impact of the University 
Square apartments. It was chos¬ 
en because it will be one of the 
most difficult areas in which to 
‘solve’ the parking problem to 
everyone’s satisfaction.” 

All these courts except for 14 
and 16 Ridge meet the immediate 
goal of one parking space per 
unit. The 14 Court is seven spaces 
short of meeting that figure and 
the 16 Court is short by one 
space. Wright outlined a plan for 
building five spaces in 14 Court 
by paving small pockets in the 
corners of the parking lot where, 
he said, people were already 
parking. This could be done at 
minimal cost he indicated. Two 
spaces could be created, accord¬ 
ing to his plan, at the entrance 
of 16 Court simply by striping 
the pavement without any con¬ 
struction. 

Wright also presented ideas for 
getting the sector up to the goal 
of 1.85 spaces per unit (includ¬ 
ing street parking) in the whole 
area. This goal presents consid¬ 
erably more difficulty, especially 
along Southway where there is 
r.o street parking. The board 
seemed unwilling to wrestle with 
that problem until the one-space- 
per-unit problem had been set¬ 
tled. Moreover, there was some 
disagreement among the board 
members about how to proceed. 
Director Wayne Williams ex¬ 
pressed a strong aversion to the 
board’s being involved in every 
paint stripe put down on the 
pavement and advocated setting 
up a sub-committee to work with 
management and the court mem¬ 
bers. President Margaret Hogen- 
sen, however, felt that the board 
needs to be involved and sug¬ 
gested workshops to be held with 
the members. Director Ray Mc- 
Cawley supported this procedure 
and pointed out that a commit¬ 
tee could be set up later, if need¬ 
ed. The workshop concept was 
apparently favored by the ma¬ 
jority and the next step will be 
a meeting with the members of 
the affected courts. 

Parking Priorities 
The board also adopted a pri¬ 
ority list for allocating “extra” 


garages, that is, garages left over 
after members in a particular 
court (and in some cases, adja¬ 
cent courts) have gotten one ga¬ 
rage or space assigned to their 
unit. The adopted list differs from 
the 1979 priorities primarily be¬ 
cause: 1. it is based on the new 
parking policy which counts ga¬ 
rages as parking spaces; 2. it 
has provisions which (over time) 
will enable a member to have a 
garage as close to his or her 
unit as possible; 3. it specifical¬ 
ly addresses the matter of trans¬ 
ferring from one garage to a 
more desirable one. The last mat¬ 
ter was completely ignored in the 
old priorities. 

The new priority list has 10 
categories. In general, it favors 
members who live in the courts 
with garages and gives prefer¬ 
ence to persons who wish to 
transfer from one garage to an¬ 
other. The priorities are: 

1. A member in a court with 
garages who wishes to transfer 
from an existing garage to a 
recently-vacated garage has first 
priority. 

2. A member in a court with 
garages but who does not have 
a garage has second priority. 

3. A tenant within a court that 
has garages but who does not 
have a garage has third priority. 

4. A member who resides with¬ 
in 500 feet of a court with ga¬ 
rages has fourth priority when 
transferring from another ga¬ 
rage. 

5. A member who resides with¬ 
in 500 feet of a court with ga¬ 
rages but does not have a ga¬ 
rage has fifth priority. 

6. A member who resides with¬ 
in 1-0C0 feet of a court with ga¬ 
rages has sixth priority when 
transferring from another ga¬ 
rage. 

7. A member who resides with¬ 
in 1,000 feet of a court with ga¬ 
rages but does not have a ga¬ 
rage has seventh priority. 

8. Second garages shall be 
made available to priorities one 
through seven in that order. 

9. Garages shall be leased to 
other members who do not have 
a garage as a ninth priority. 

10. Second garages shall be 
leased to other members as a 
tenth priority. 

Aside from these priorities,

versally favored by the board. 
Williams objected that the list 
is too much biased toward those 
who live near courts with excess 
garages. After a good deal of 
discussion, the priority list was 
adopted on a motion by Director 
Mac Wirick by a vote of 4-2. 
Williams and Director Charles 
Hess opposed the motion; Direc¬ 
tors Janet Cantwell and Debbie 
Hartwick were absent. 

Canoes 

The board received a report 
from the Architecture and En¬ 
vironment Committee which 
recommended that members not 
be allowed to store canoes in 
their yards except from April 
through October when one canoe 
could be stored in the yard (ex¬ 
cept for the service side) if the 
canoe was screened to make it 
inconspicuous. The report recom¬ 
mended that members store their 
canoes in the boat yard, a ga¬ 
rage or the crawl space during 
the winter. Despite this recom¬ 
mendation, the board voted 
unanimously to allow storage of 
one canoe in the member’s yard 
year-round providing it is ade¬ 
quately screened. The motion 
specified a “hand-carriable” boat 
so that other light craft would 
also be included. 

Colton noted that the A&E’s 
suggestion of using the crawl 
space for storage would be im¬ 
possible in most units because 
of space problems and, if it were 
possible it would be apt to dis¬ 
turb the vapor barrier under the 
unit. Maintenance Department 
Head Joe Whelan confirmed that 
the crawl space is normally locked 
and the member has no access to 
it. 

December board meetings will 
be held on the first and third 
Thursdays (December 4 and 18) 
because of the Christmas holi¬ 
day.
